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This  is  a  selected,  annotated  bibliography  dealing  with  Regional 
Development  and  Regional  Government:  planning,  policies,  economic  develop- 
ment, and  implementation.  The  format  is  as  follows:  Introduction, 
Directory  of  Ontario  Regional  Development  Councils,  Map,  Reference  Guides, 
General  Material  found  in  books  and  periodicals  pertaining  to  Ontario,  and 
material  concerning  the  ten  economic  regions,  arranged  alphabetically  by 
regions . 


INTRODUCTION 

The  Canadian  Federal  Government  and  the  Province  of  Ontario,  in 
January,  1965,  sponsored  a  Conference  on  Areas  of  Economic  Stress  in  Canada 
at  Queen's  University,  Kingston,  Ontario.   In  February,  1965,  The  Ontario 
Government  sponsored  The  International  Conference  on  Regional  Development 
and  Economic  Change.  Later,  in  the  Spring  of  1966,  The  Ontario  Prime 
Minister  released  a  white  paper,  "Design  for  Development",  which  outlined 
the  objectives  and  administrative  machinery  for  a  program  of  regional 
development.   In  December  1968,  a  second  white  paper,  "Design  for  Develop- 
ment, Phase  II"  noted  major  links  between  regional  development  policies  and 
regional  government  policies.  Many  years  previously,  The  Ontario  Department 
of  Economics  had  outlined  ten  broad  economic  regions  of  Ontario,  and  it  was 
now  possible  to  make  each  region  an  area  for  separate  regional  development 
and  regional  government. 

There  are  three  objectives  of  regional  development  in  Ontario: 
1)  to  encourage  full  potential  development,  both  social  and  economic,  of 
each  region  and  of  the  Province  as  a  whole;  2)  to  conserve  the  natural 
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environment;  and,  3)  to  improve  coordination  of  both  provincial  services 
and  provincial-local  relationships.  The  administrative  machinery  used  to 
implement  the  program  includes  a  Cabinet  Committee  on  the  Ministerial 
level;  an  Interdepartmental  Advisory  Committee  at  the  Deputy  Minister 
level;  Regional  Advisory  Boards,  drawn  from  provincial  field  staff;  and 
Regional  Development  Councils  composed  of  municipal  government  representa- 
tives and  private  groups.  The  Regional  Development  Branch  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Treasury  and  Economics  plays  a  co-ordinating  role,  giving  advice 
and  preparing  plans.  The  Government  offers  funds  to  each  Council,  such 
funds  being  on  a  dollar  for  dollar  match  basis  up  to  $10,000  and  a 
$20,000  outright  grant. 

The  Province  has  been  divided  into  ten  planning  regions,  urban- 
centred  where  possible,  and  adjusted,  with  certain  exceptions,  to  county 
boundaries. 

Since  May,  1967,  there  has  been  a  three  stage  schedule  for 
development. 

Inventory  Stage:      Analysis  of  all  programmes  and  policies  of  the 

Ontario  Government  as  they  relate  to  regional  growth. 

Evaluation  Stage:     (Completed  in  1968)  identifying  basic  trends  in 

population,  employment,  and  primary,  secondary,  and 
tertiary  activities,  including  transportation  and 
communications,  for  the  time  1951-1966. 

Plan  Creation  Stage:   Twelve  steps  are  involved  in  the  planning  process  for 
each  region. 

1.  Refinement  of  provincial  goals. 

2.  Evaluation  of  (a)  development  patterns  and 
(b)  regional  problems. 

3.  Preparation  of  a  socio-economic  base  study. 
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4.  Preparation  of  land  use  maps  involving  (a)  current 
land  use  (b)  inherent  capability  and  (c)  urban 
impact. 

5.  Assessment  of  impact  of  technological  and  related 
change. 

6.  Examination  of  possible  growth  points. 

7.  Establishment  of  regional  objectives. 

8.  Formulation  of  urban-oriented  policies  and 
selection  of  growth  points. 

9.  Formulation  of  non-urban  policies  and  identifica- 
tion of  relationships  with  urban  policies. 

10.  Liaison  with  other  provincial  departments. 

11.  Isolation  of  alternative  plans. 

12 .  Recommendat  ions . 

Detailed  review  by  the  administrative  machinery  will  be  held  at 
the  end  of  steps  7  and  12. 

Regional  Government  is  closely  related  to  regional  development. 
The  Department  of  Municipal  Affairs  is  the  government  agency  responsible 
for  the  implementation  of  regional  government  plans. 

Regional  government  has  been  described  as  a  responsive  and  respon- 
sible authority  to  which  an  appreciable  number  of  important  functions  are 
assigned  and  whose  territorial  extent  is  greater  than  that  of  existing 
local  municipalities.  There  are  5  criteria: 

1.  The  region  should  exhibit  a  sense  of  community. 

2.  The  region  should  have  a  balance  of  interests. 

3.  There  must  be  an  adequate  financial  base. 

4.  The  region  should  be  large  enough  so  that  local  responsibilities 
can  be  performed  efficiently. 

5.  Regional  boundaries  should  make  possible  maximum  co-operation 
between  regions. 
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"Local  government  reviews"  have  been  applied  to  many  areas,  and 
implementation  of  regional  government  thus  far  was  given  to  Metropolitan 
Toronto,  Ottawa-Car leton,  and  the  Thunder  Bay  region. 

Prime  Minister  Robarts  of  Ontario  has  said  "Any  regional  develop- 
ment structures  created  by  this  government  will  be  such  that  they  will  not 
disturb  the  existing  power  and  authority  of  the  municipal  and  county  councils 
within  the  region.  Great  caution  has  been  exercised  to  avoid  the  imposition 
of  new  forms  of  government".
